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12. (Currently Amended) A radio access system comprising:

signals through a base station control station; and 

means for transmitting the single digit dialing signal s ignal s to said telephone exchange a 
bas e station control station each time a single digit dialing signal is generated, th e y ar e produc e d;

14. (Currently Amended) A radio access system comprising; 

means for producing dialing signals comprising a telephone set having a dial pad with 
keys, wherein a single digit dialing signal is generated when a key of said dial pad is pushed ; 

a private branch telephone exchange in radio communication with said means for 
producing dialing signals through a base station control station; and 
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means for transmitting the single digit dialing signal signals to said private branch 
telephone exchange a bas e station control station each time a single digit dialing signal is 
generated, thov are produced; 

a base station in radio communication with said m e ans for producing dialing signals; and 

said bas e station control station in radio communication with said m e ans for producing 
dialing signals through said bas e station, said private branch telephone exchange bas e station 
control station including means for deciding whether a dialing signal represents a final digit of a 
dialed telephone number or not , wh e r e in 

said m e ans for producing dialing signal s includ e s a t e lephon e s e t having a dial pad with 
k e ys, a dialing signal b e ing g e n e rat e d wh e n a k e y of said dial pad is push e d . 

16. (Currently Amended) A radio access method comprising the steps of: 

producing a single digit dialing signal dialing signals when a key of a dial pad is pushed; 

transmitting each single digit dialing signal through a base station dialing signals to a 
base station control station each time a single digit dialing signal is th e y are produced; and 

deciding at said a base station control station whether a received single digit dialing 
signal represents a final digit of a dialed telephone number or not. 
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17. (Currently Amended) A radio access method comprising the steps of: 

producing a single digit dialing signal dialing signals when a key of a dial pad is pushed; 

transmitting each single digit dialing signal through a base control station dialing signals 

to a telephone exchange bas e station control station each time a single digit dialing signal is they 

are produced; and 

deciding at said telephone exchange bas e station control station whether a received single 
digit dialing signal represents a final digit of a dialed telephone number or not. 
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
